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Burial space runs out, forcing bereaved to lay relatives to rest 


outside the borough or pay thousands extra for premium plots

HARINGEY residents hoping to lay their 
loved ones to rest in the borough are 
being forced to look elsewhere as burial 
space has run out. 

Critics are warning that urgent action is required 
to avert a grave crisis as all three council-run 
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cemeteries in Wood Green, Tottenham and 
Enfield have now reached capacity. Wood Green 
Cemetery, in Wolves Lane, exhausted its capac¬ 
ity for new burials five months ago despite only 
opening its gates in 1996. Neither is there any 
space left at the Haringey Council-run cemetery 
in Great Cambridge Road, Enfield, nor at 
Tottenham Cemetery in White Hart Lane. The 
only plots left are at the Muslim or baby ceme¬ 
tery in Enfield. 

Independent funeral director Peter Demetriou, 
who owns Demetriou & English, based in Myd- 
dleton Road, Wood Green, warned that the 
shortage is loading additional stress on to 
bereaved relatives and urged the council to 
“hurry up” and create more plots. He said: “We 
primarily cater for Greek Orthodox families and 
cremation is forbidden in our faith. So the prob¬ 
lem we are facing is exceptional. Families are 
facing the fact they’re not able to bury their 
loved ones in Haringey and have no option but 
to go outside the borough. 

“It puts families under more stress because 
space is at a premium and costs are phenomenal 
- they go up every year. It costs about £4,000 to 
bury someone now, which is ridiculous. How are 
families going to raise that extra money?” 

The revelation comes amid an acute shortage 
of burial grounds in the capital - more pressing 
than anywhere else in the country - and as 
Haringey Council prepares to create 136 new 


plots at Wood Green Cemetery. Proposals are 
being considered to create a mixture of tradi¬ 
tional burial sites as well as two-deep, concrete 
“burial chambers”, which the authority said are 
proving to be “very popular” and which attract 
“premium prices”. 

But Mr Demetriou scoffed at the number, pre¬ 
dicting the spaces would be “filled by the end of 
the year” and slammed the authority for failing 
to face the problem head-on. His firm alone car¬ 
ries out around 350 burials each year. 

“Councils are responsible for this,” he said. 
“They have the space and they have options, 
they are just not dealing with it. It’s the left hand 
not communicating with the right hand. 

“For some of these families, we either have to 
take on the debt ourselves or tell them we’re 
unable to do the funeral. But Em not willing to 
do that. We’re here to help at a difficult time.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “This is an 
issue facing many local authorities in London 
where there is a severe lack of burial space, par¬ 
ticularly in inner-city areas. We’re responding 
by having another 136 plots installed in Wood 
Green Cemetery by the middle of August and 
are looking at options for longer-term burial 
provision at Enfield. 

“Meanwhile families have been offered vault- 
style graves in Tottenham and others have been 
referred to Southgate and Enfield.”

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Council housing list to be rebanded for clarity

HARINGEY’S points-based system for 
deciding priorities in the allocation of 
council housing is to be overhauled. 

Until now, residents living in the bor¬ 
ough have been allocated housing under 
a points system with more points equat¬ 
ing to a high place on the list for a coun¬ 
cil or housing association home. 

But now Haringey Council has pro¬ 
posed to switch to a banding system, 
meaning people would be placed in dif¬ 
ferent bands depending on their needs. 

Members of the council’s cabinet 
decided at a meeting last Tuesday, to 
consult the public on the new policy, 
saying it would be “clearer and fairer to 
everyone”. They also predicted the new 


scheme would be faster and simpler to 
operate, saving the authority money. 

The plans are for five bands - bands 
A to E. Band A will include people who 
need to move in an emergency or 
because they are living in a council 
property and are willing to move out 
of a family-sized home or specially 
adapted home. 

Band B will be for people with a 
“high level of housing need” and then 
residents will be graded down to band E 
which will include people who have no 
housing need. 

Councillor John Bevan, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, said: “We believe this 
system is clearer and fairer to everyone 
as people will be able to see how their 
housing need compares to others who 


are waiting. By moving to this system, 
people will have a good understanding 
of their prospects of getting social 
housing, allowing them to consider 
alternative housing options at an 
earlier stage. 

“Many other councils already use this 
system so we know it has been tried, 
tested and works well. It will also be 
easier and quicker to operate the new 
system, saving local taxpayers’ money.” 

The council would now like feedback 
on the idea - a consultation will run 
until October.

HOODED armed robbers 
stormed a supermarket in 
Tottenham last week, threatening 
members of staff with a gun 
before making off with bottles 
of alcohol.

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Unemployed in borough 
face a tougher battle to 
return to the workplace 


BLEAK statistics unearthed by union 
leaders in a bid to reveal the true state 
of the nation’s economy show that it is 
harder to find work in Haringey than 
almost anywhere else in the country. 

There are now almost 15 times more 
people on the dole in the borough than 
there are job vacancies advertised 
through the Jobcentre. Only jobless 
people in Hackney face a tougher time 
getting back to work, according to the 
Trades Union Congress. 

And despite optimism in the City, the 
dismal picture painted by the TUC’s 
findings show that the upturn in the 
markets is far from reaching the every- 
man on the street. 

Haringey TUC chairman Keith Flett 
is at the forefront of a newly formed 
pressure group, The Haringey Alliance 
For Public Services, which was being 
scrambled by members of trade unions 
in Haringey ahead of yesterday’s emer¬ 
gency budget - expected to contain 
swingeing cuts to public services. 

He told the Advertiser: “We have a 
government which holds the ideology 
of cuts. When the Tories were in power 
in the 1980s and 1990s they effectively 
destroyed the social fabric of parts of 
the borough, with Broadwater Farm 
being the most obvious. 


“Unemployment in these areas is 
very high. Of course you have to be 
careful with figures because, in 
Haringey, if you cannot find a job you 
can also try in Islington or Camden. So 
although the ratio is higher here than 
in, say, parts of Wales, there are other 
factors. But it is a good indicator. It is 
certainly true that we have a higher 
level of unemployment than other 
comparable boroughs. 

“If you cut back expenditure and 
council services then there will be 
more people unemployed, which costs 
money. There are ways of redistribut¬ 
ing the workload to keep more people 
in employment. We can all see the 
number of workers with job titles like 
project manager who really do not do a 
great deal. Efficiencies need not mean 
mass unemployment. We had issues 
with the last government, but I think 
their idea of gradual cuts was a good 
one. It wasn’t a case of sudden cuts of 
25 or 40 per cent in the workload. 

“That is why we are starting a local 
right-to-work campaign. The news that 
we might be coming out of a recession 
really does mask a lot of misery and 
suffering, and whether we see scenes 
like those in Spain and Italy will 
depend on how this is managed.”

PC who hanged 
ffe feejft claimed 
lie was billled 


A POLICEWOMAN working in Haringey is 
believed to have hanged herself after allegedly 
leaving a suicide note claiming she was being 
bullied by colleagues because she was gay. 

The Metropolitan Police have launched an 
investigation into the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Lara Goldie, a probationer police 
constable in Haringey after the 28-year-old was 
found dead at her home in Hackney in the morn¬ 
ing of June 13. 

There have been reports that Ms Goldie, known 
to her friends and colleagues as Laura, left a four- 
page suicide note claiming she had been bullied 
both by other trainees at the police training 
school in Hendon and by colleagues in Haringey. 
They are likely to be questioned as part of the 
investigation by the Met’s Directorate of Profes¬ 
sional Standards, which looks into complaints 
against officers’ conduct. Ms Goldie is thought 
to have claimed they were prejudiced against her 
on account of her sexuality. 

She joined the Met Police in July 2007 and 
worked as a PCSO in Brent before going to Hen¬ 
don for training. She then came to Haringey in 
April this year. 

A spokeswoman for the Met Police said: “It is 
tragic that a young officer has died. At this sad 
and difficult time our thoughts are with Lara’s 
family, friends and colleagues.” 



She added that Ms Goldie’s death was not 
being treated as suspicious. 

A post-mortem was carried out at Poplar Mor¬ 
tuary on June 15 in which the preliminary cause 
of death was given as “suspension by ligature”. 

An inquest has been opened and adjourned.

Outdoors 
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Whittington protest against health cuts

CAMPAIGNERS gathered outside The Whit¬ 
tington Hospital yesterday to protest against huge 
cuts to the NHS, on the same day as the new gov¬ 
ernment’s budget was revealed. 

Concerned residents who successfully fought 
off deeply unpopular proposals to close the hos¬ 
pital’s A&E department, turned out in force once 
more to take part in the Budget Day Protest in 
Highgate Hill - urging politicians and health 
chiefs: “Don’t make a casualty of our NHS.” 

They drew particular attention to plans previ¬ 
ously mooted by the North Central London sector 
of the NHS to scrap so-called “non essential” hos¬ 
pital procedures including tonsillectomies, some 
hip replacements and varicose vein treatments. 
The shocking cost-cutting proposals were first 
revealed by the Advertiser when the shady McK- 


insey Report finally saw light of day in May. It 
had been used by health chiefs charged with sav¬ 
ing the sector £500million in the next six years. 

Shirley Franklin, chairwoman of the Defend 
The Whittington Hospital Coalition, told the 
crowd: “This is a disgusting situation and that’s 
why we’ll continue the fight. The victory here at 
The Whittington has spread and inspired other 
campaigns across the country.” 

Michael Moore, who lives in Archway, seemed 
to be an early victim of the cuts as he was told 
yesterday he will not receive vital ear draining 
which he has needed regularly since his ear drum 
was perforated in a road accident. He said: “I was 
shocked when I heard I will now have to go down 
to King’s Cross and can only have it once a year.” 

Richard Moth of Defend Social Work Action 
Network added: “We also need to fight privatisa¬ 
tion which is bound up so closely with the cuts.

THOUSANDS descended on Tottenham 
on Saturday to enjoy music, dancing and 
food from all over the world in the annual 
Tottenham Carnival.

I had to shut the park down 
for a while which really upset me 
because it meant some people 
couldn’t get in. There was noth¬ 
ing criminal or dangerous - they were just 
being a nuisance.” 

Mr Price now has time for a small break 
before turning his attention to organising 
this year’s Winter Wonderland Parade 
on December 11 as well as Tottenham 
Carnival 2011.

TO call this “horror” would be a dis¬ 
service to the genre which prides 
itself on suspense and genuine 
emotion. “Torture porn” is more 
appropriate - a phrase coined for 
the fetid Hostel flicks - while “repul¬ 
sive adolescent fantasies” might 
also work. 

In a cynical bid to create their own 
iconic serial killer character after 
jumping on the Saw bandwagon 
(writing numbers IV, V, VI...), Marcus 
Dunstan and Patrick Melton have 
given birth to a man in a grisly mask 
with a fetish for insects and sharp 
implements. 

The high-concept gimmick is 
that The Collector covers people’s 
houses with lots of fiendish 
booby traps and waits for them to 
skewer themselves before collect¬ 
ing the bloodied, just breathing 
bodies in boxes: think The Crystal 
Maze as devised by the Spanish 
Inquisition.

DEFOE INSISTS 
WIN WILL COME 


By Dominique Stafford 

JERMAIN DEFOE remains confident 
that England can make it through to the 
last 16 of the World Cup despite their 
dismal display against Algeria. 

The Tottenham Hotspur striker came 
on as a second-half substitute during 
Friday’s desperately poor goalless draw 
- a result which leaves England needing 
to beat Slovenia today to make sure of 
qualifying from a group which they were 
expected to cruise through. 

But Defoe insists that confidence is 
still high in the squad ahead of the crunch 
Group C showdown in Port Elizabeth - a 
match from which Slovenia only need a 
point to guarantee their place in the 
knockout stages. 

“Everyone is frustrated, but we’ve got 
players who have been there and done it 
before in major tournaments,” he said. 
“We’re a great side so it’s important to 
keep going. Wednesday is a different 
game, we’ll go into it confident and go 
out and win the game. 

“I know people look at the fixture 
and think we should win the game quite 


comfortably, but that’s never the case. It’s 
difficult because at this level no game is 
easy, especially at the World Cup, and I 
thought Algeria played well to be honest. 

They made it difficult for us. 

“With a little bit of luck we would 
have scored, but I think it’s important 
for us to keep the spirit and keep work¬ 
ing hard in training and on Wednesday 
we’ll win.” 

And Defoe has urged the England 
supporters to keep the faith in the team, 
after the side were booed off by large 
sections of the crowd following Friday’s 
bore draw. 

“I think it’s part and parcel of playing 
at this level,” he said. “You can under¬ 
stand fans getting frustrated, and obvi¬ 
ously they have travelled thousands of 
miles to come and support the team. 

“But I think it’s important for the fans 
to stay behind us because the lads are 
devastated we didn’t win. We want to do 
it for everyone back home, for our fami¬ 
lies, the boys, the manager and everyone. 

“It’s not nice to be booed, especially 
when you try your best and it’s difficult

Baptiste fails to 
shine in Norway 

SPRINTER Leon Baptiste struggled to 
make an impact on his senior outdoor 
international debut as he could only finish 
fifth while representing Great Britain 
over 200metres in the European Team 
Championships in Norway on Sunday. 

The 25-year-old from Enfield and 
Haringey Athletic Club is ranked number 
one in Europe for the distance this year 
with a time of 20.53seconds but, despite 
running a good bend and being in 
contention heading into the straight, 
Baptiste faded in the closing stages and 
could only clock a time of 20.84secs in a 
race won by France’s Martial Mandjock. 

“To be honest I’m a little disappointed,” 
he said. “I felt I could have done a bit 
better. I was expected to get the 12 points 
and I didn’t do it. 

“I felt like I tightened up as they came 
on my shoulder. I need to learn how 
to relax when I come under pressure, 
because I didn’t feel like I did that as 
I have in previous races. 

“I should have relaxed the shoulders. 
That would have helped me and I wouldn’t 
have tightened up and I would have 
probably run two tenths quicker. 

“It’s a learning curve. I would have loved 
to get the win, but I’ve got to take it in my 
stride and hopefully next time I put on the 
colours of my country I’ll do much better.”
